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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 4-15 and 17-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons of allowance: with respect to claim 1 , the 
prior art of record does not appear to anticipate or render obvious the coating layer 
coated on the surfaces of the protrusions and the protective layer, with respect to claim 
12, the prior art of record does not appear to anticipate or render obvious, in 
combination, supplying polymer resin discontinuously to the outer surface of an optical 
fiber passing through a hollow extrusion die having a predetermined groove in order to 
create a protrusion on an optical fiber to receive fluid drag to be installed with blown air, 
and with respect to claim 17, the prior art of record does not appear to anticipate or 
render obvious, in combination, the use of a nozzle to supply discontinuously polymer 
resin onto the outer surface of an optical fiber to form a protrusion for receiving fluid 
drag force to install the fiber with blown air.
